Clayton, in an outline of general 
policies to be followed by the RFC 
on real estate other than indus- 
trial property, set forth these ad- 
ditional objectives: 

To sell as promptly as possible 
at current values without undue 
disruption of the market. 

To sell outright, reserving the 
right of government recapture 
only if national defense requires. 

To give former owners an op- 
portunity to repurchase their land 
at current market values. 

And to avoid sales to specula- 
tors or persons planning to com- 
bine small tracts into large ones

3,000 Airfields 
For U.S. Sought 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—(4)— 
William A. M. Burden, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce, said today 
that the Civil Aeronautics Admin- 
istration soon will recommend to 
congress a billion-dollar program 
for building 3,000 new airports, all 
but 100 to be small fields largely 
intended for private flying. 

The nation presently has 3,086 
airports, Burden said in an address 
prepared for broadcast over CBS, 
and the CAA will propose im- 
provements for 1,625 of these. 

Calling attention to pending leg- 
islation for funds to aid the states 
in an airport program, Burden 
urged every community to exam- 
ine its aviation future, saying that 
it “is distinctly not a job which 
can be done by Washington alone.” 

The CAA program divides air- 
port needs into five technical clas- 
sifications based on size of run- 
ways and other features, the com- 
merce official said, but in general 
there are two major categories, the

Editor, Constitution: We read in 
the paper that the W. C. T. U.

A soldier just returned from 
furlough told me that he spent 
only half his furlough at home 
because his county has stopped the 
sale of beer. This seems a small 
thing, but it will keep many boys 
from going back to their home 
town to live after the war. 

Surely there can be no harm 
in the sale of beer if every other 
section of the country, except the 
southeast, continues to drink beer.

in Bretton Woods, N. H., Saturday night. 

Forty-four nations took part in the conference, at which an in- 
ternational monetary fund was established for the purpose of 
stabilizing currency throughout the world and encouraging world- 
wide trade, reconstruction and development. Most immediate, and 
not the least important, of the new commission’s purposes, inci- 
dentally, is a unified effort to prevent the defeated Nazis from 
transferring negotiable securities, and whateyer gold bullion they 
may have left, to other nations for the postwar use of the Hitler 
hierarchy. 

Probably one of the most significant aspects of the conference 
was evidenced at its final session when the Soviet Union delegation | 
announced that it has received authorization from Moscow to'! 
pledge $1,200,000,000 to the working capital of the world bank 
rather than the $900,000,000 previously agreed upon. This volun- 
tary increase of 300 million dollars is of no small import in itself; 
but it is as a positive indication of the Soviet’s intention to co- 
operate wholeheartedly for world peace and unity that it is most 
important. Certainly it should serve to allay the oft-voiced fears | 
of professional pessimists that Russia will remain a postwar | 
enigma. 

It is good that this important conclave was crowned with such 
success. Nations which participated therein, as President Roose- | 
velt has said, “have shown that the people of the United Nations | 
¢an work together to plan the peace as well as fight the war.” 

As a practical accomplishment—and as a symbol of interna- 
tional confidence and co-operation—it augurs well for the future. |

War’s End 
In August of 1918 


I was hammering away at my typewriter, 
half-blinded by the white, hot glare from the 
tremendous battery of lights in the Chicago sta- 
dium last week when a newsboy came crowding 
through the aisles peddling his wares. 

If my life depended on it I-could fiot now tell you who was 
speaking or my subject of the moment because the headline I saw 
drove everything else out of my mind—Revolt in Germany. 

I grabbed that paper and read the brief news. 

It had come at last. 

Up on the platform the proceedings of the convention were car- 
ried on. But an excitement ran through my veins like the swift 
warming of a great stimulant. It was the first open break. One 
knew they might heal it up but not for Jong. The end, in Germany, 
was in sight. It might come in a few days, or a few weeks. ) 


There were two books I wanted to see when I got home to 
confirm some memories. One of them was the best book written 
by a soldier about soldiers in that first war. It was by a German, 
called Rudolf Binding, and called “A Fatalist at War.” The other 
was the “Intimate Papers of Colonel House.” 

So, Sunday at home I got them down. 

Keep in mind that Germany came nearer winning the war in 
1918 than at any other time. It was when her attack failed in that 
mid-summer that she was finished. 


JULY 16,1918 In the spring of 1918 the Germans almost did_ it. 

y mid-summer they still were going, but slowed 
down and beginning to doubt. . 

A group of German officers signed the “Bund Der Kaisertruen,” 
or pledge of loyalty to the Kaiser. (Please note that today Hitler 
has asked, and failed to get, any great number to sign his requested 
pledge of loyalty.) 

By July 16, 1918, Rudolf Binding could write in his diary: “I 
have lived through the most disheartening day of the whole war.” 

The German soldier knew it was hopeless as did the officers. 

On August 14, 1918, there met at Spa all the leaders of the En- 
tente, military and political. The Emperor of Austria was the last 
to arrive, reaching the scene that August 14. 

The Kaiser, Von Hindenburg, Ludendorff, Von Hertling, the 
Chancellor, and Von Hintze, the new foreign secretary were present 
for Germany. 

Ludendorff spoke to them, “I reviewed the military situation, 
the condition of the army, the position of our allies, and explained 
there was no hope for a military triumph, or an offense to force 
the enemy to sue for peace. The emperor was very calm... and 
instructed the foreign secretary to open up peace negotiations, if 
possible, through Holland... .’ 

That was August. November 11 still was months away. 

It is an interesting coincidence that on August 21 Binding should 
have written: “If anybody wanted to make a good bet he would 
lay odds the Hohenzollerns would have to abdicate.” 


THE TIDE During late August the Allies pushed the Germans 

to the Ainse;. the Franco-American thrust of Sep- 
tember 12 cleared the St. Mihiel salient; (Harry Truman, new vice 
presidential nominee commanded a battery there); the Hindenburg 
line was pierced. 

Still the Germans didn’t realize the nearness of collapse. 

_And the Allies? Well, on September 12 Woodrow Wilson re- 
ceived a special coded cable: “The general view among the military 
chiefs in France is that with great effort the war might be ended 
in 1919 and all energy should be concentrated in that direction.” 

The tide began in Macedonia where sudden success made the 
Allies believe the end might come sooner. That was September 17. 
Bulgaria quit September 30.° This opened the door to Austria- 
Hungary. 

Wilson began to say the Allies must define for what they fought. 

On October 1 LudendorTf urged immediate negotiations to get 
a favorable peace before the army broke into rout. Again the 
German government delayed, opposing the army’s sharp demands. 
The officers wanted to save the army. 

The diplomatic maneuvers began through the Swiss. 

Austria quit om November 1 and was proclaimed a republic. 

On November 7 two things happened. American troops reached 
Sedan. And at Kiel and Hamburg the navy crews joined in revolu- 
tionary street fighting and resistance to the government. It was 
the first revolt. On the next day the Kaiser abdicated and fled to 
Holland. “Soldiers and Workmen’s Councils” took over with a sort 
of government but there was disorder and street fighting in all the 
country. The armistice was signed on November 11. 

But Germany was defeated in July and Ludendorff, representing 
the army, called in the notables of the Entente to tell them so in 
early August. 

Now, in Germany, the army has told Hitler and he refused to 
believe it. The army wanted to save its men, its supplies, its or- 
ganization, 

_ Hitler, reportedly, in a frenzy of anger and fear, is wiping out 
his best officers. 

It is all the more reason that when the peace offers come in the 
next few weeks or months we shall refuse them. 

The German people do not yet know their desperate straits, 
as they did not know them in July and August of 1918 and as they 
ig Boo erg = in October of 1918.

Takes Breath Away 


For the past six or eight weeks there has been 
@ mounting rush of news that is so vital in im- 
port there is a sense of breathless expectancy at 
every hour of day and every waking moment of 
the night. 

News is the record of history as it Is made. We are living In a 
summer which will, for many years to come, hold the spotlight of 
history as the most dramatic in all the recorded lifetime of man- 
kind.

AND CHICAGO We watched the progress of the Democratic 
convention in Chicago, perhaps finding relief 
from the strain of war reports in this new edition of American 
political habit. We realized, perhaps not too fully, that the spec- 
tacle of the free people of a democracy taking time to hold a na- 
tional election in such a year of war crisis as this is something 
unique and marvelous. Something to fill us with pride in the 
strength of our democratic faith and our political tradition. 

Scarcely noticed background to the cosmic events on the stage 
of the world: was the background of comparatively little happen- 
ings. A hurricane... a murder or two... a munitions explosion 
that snuffed out 300 American lives and wiped away a town.... 

Then, stepping to the front of the world stage, there came the 
trickling news from beleaguered Germany of abortive revolt against 
the bloodstained Hitler regime and of ruthless “liquidation” of 
high army officers who had fathered that rebellion. 

Soon there will come the story of the final break in Germany. 
We have witnessed the first bubblings of the witches’ brew of 
terror which awaits crushed Germany. Soon the cauldron will boil 
over.and the whole foul mess of horror will spill out. 

It may well bring to bleeding Furope new horrors, new blood 
agonies which shall surpass in destruction even the worst that has 
gone before. 

(So fast is the movement of events, that boiling over of the 
Nazi cauldron of hatred may have occurred even before you read 


this.) 

THE BIRTH PANGS Hearts beating too fast, we wait for the 
unfolding story to continue, waiting day 

by day, hour by hour, minute by minute. 

There was a time when many of us feared we were watching 
beside the deathbed of the civilization we once thought would last 
forever. 

Now, as the pattern of victory takes form, we realize we are, 
actually, witnessing the birth pangs of a new and better way of 
human life. 

Out of these labors, out of these agonies of the flesh and of the 

spirit, Mother Earth will bring forth from her eternal womb a new 
world of men. A world which, as it grows, will bring greater op- 
portunity, gredter security, greater peace and happiness, than man 
ever knew before. 
Some day that new world will rid itself forever of the blemishes 
that have marred the old, The deformities that are known as intol- 
erance, us ignorance, as racial and religious hatreds shall all pass 
away. The scars of war shall heal. The abnormalties of hunger and 
of want, of injustice, and of human exploitation, shall be but sad 
memories of an unregretted past. 

Then shall man stand in his full stature, a creation less perfect 
only than the gods, a realization of all the dreams dreamed by the 
prophets of all the ages gone. 

Then will come the millennium. 

It may take many long years. Rut we, of this summer of 1944, 
are witnessing the labors of a new world a-borning.

Georgia.” Hatred and suspicion 
were unconfined and half-a-dozen 
sulky aspirants for the vice presi- 
dential nomination were walking 
around today asking old friends to 
be good enough to remove that 
dagger from between their shoul- 
der blades and only half-confident 
that a trusted hand wouldn’t shove 
it in deeper. 

The Democrats of the southern 
tier and the urban bosses of the 
north were responsible for the first 
great political beating ever given 
the CIO and the American equiv- 
alent of the French Popular Front 
at the hands of the party which 
gave it being. This group, repre- 
sented by Sidney Hillman as lead- 
er of a collection of Communist 
organizations and individuals, set 
up convention headquarters and 
boldly undertook to dictate the se- 
lection of Henry Wallace to suc- 
ceed himself.

The southern politi- 
cians had noted Wallace’s express- 
ed impatience with “Bill of Rights 
Democracy” and ‘his open fellow- 
ship with manipulators of the Com- 
munist conspiracy in the United 
States, all in the name of military 
unity with Russia although Russia 
had professed to disown them.

And, in the actual convention, 
the picket-line methods of the di- 
rect actionists of the CIO were re- 
produced in subdued but disturb- 
ing version by the Wallace claque, 
‘obviously organized according to 
the radical or Communist system 
of intimidation. Ed Kelly, the may- 
or of Chicago and the one Demo- 
cratic local machine boss who had 
slugged it out with the.-CIO Com- 
munists in a bloody riot and beat- 
en them, was in technical com- 
mand of the actual convention. He 
had the tickets, the ushers were 
his, and his police around Chicago 
should have been able to antici- 
pate Hillman’s plans. 

Nevertheless the stooges who 
packed the hall on two occasions 
were not Kelly’s people but Wal- 
lace’s and Hillman’s, The sight of 
their big placards, mounted on 
sticks, was a reminder of gory 
ridts of other years, when the CIO, 
under many of the same or- 
ganizers, also carried placards 
which were quickly removed from 
the sticks which then became 
handy clubs. In those fights, which 
terrified many communities, some 
of the sticks had slots in one end 
in which safety razor blades were 
wedged and became bayonets of a 
sort.

Georgia growers wanted 41 cents a pound for 
their leaf. The OPA said 39 was the ceiling. The 


Forty-one cents does not seem much when you consider that a 
pound of tobacco will make enough cigarettes to supply the largest 
sorority house for a couple of weeks, 


And everyone knows that all cigarettes are made of is tobacco, 
tissue paper, and radio comedians. 


The farmer gets 39 cents a pound for growing it, girls get 40 
cents an hour for rolling it, and the star of the program gets 
five thousand a week for plugging it. Incidentally, so far as I 
have been able to determine, Joe Maller—who is responsible for 
the latter’s success—gets neither royalties or recognition. 


Tobacco farming is the most hazardous game of chance practiced 
with a plow. That’s on account of four things: Hail and bluemold 
and bugs and buyers. 


The buyers are those lineal descendants of the James boys 
who gallop up and down the aisles between the pfles of tobacco, 
eating boiled peanuts and theoretically listening. to the guy who 
gives off in the unknown tongue. 


Actually, of course, that studied look in their eye is from trying 
to figure out how they can work that hundred they dropped in last 
night’s crap game onto their next expense account, 


Frankly, I don’t know whether or not 41 cents is too much for 
tobacco. But I can’t help but hope that it is ... and that the 
farmers hold out until they get it.

Defeat of Wallace 
Easily Explained 


CHICAGO, July 23.—So many influences 
entered into the defeat of Vice President Wal- 
lace for renomination as the running mate of 

3 President Roosevelt that it is difficult to define 
them in a single sentence. 

It must be obvious, however, that the most potent forces re 
sponsible for his downfall and the consequent victory achieved by 
Sen. Harry S. Truman, of Missouri, were the enemies of the 
President within the party and the big city bosses who somehow 
have never trusted Mr, Wallace’s brand of liberalism. 

In the end these two groups, controlling great blocks of votes 
in the convention, went all but solidly against the vice president. 
The wonder of it is under the circumstances, not that he was 
defeated, but that he polled as many votes as he did. Anything 
approaching a fair division of the delegates from these states 
would have given him an overwhelming majority. 

Even without any support from these sources he polled a total 
of some 475 votes on the second and final ballot, or a little more 
than 100 short of a majority, 

The big city bosses aligned against him included Mayor Ed 
Kelly, of Chicago; Mayor Frank Hague, of Jersey City, and 
former National Party Chairman Fd Flynn, of New York-—-to 
which might be added National Party Chairman Robert FEF. Han- 
negan, a protege of Sen. Truman from his own home state. 

This was too much opposition for Mr. Wallace to overcome. 
Added to that of the enemies of the President within the party, 
it meant that he was fighting an uphill battle from the start. 


HOSTILITY TO F. D. R. No one can deny that these southern 
anti-New Deal delegations were 


guided entirely by their hostility to Mr. Roosevelt. Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace had been the declared first-choice favorite of the 
President as a running mate, hence these antagonistic groups were 
out to defeat him. 

Aside from the Texas proRoosevelt contingent, Mr. Wallace 
did not get a corporal’s guard of support from these dissenting 
states. 

Still another factor in the selection of Sen. Truman was the 
superiority of generalship he had on his side. All or most of the 
party professionals were supporting and managing the Missouri 
senator’s campaign, while Mr. Wallace relief mostty on the ama- 
teurs. It was the Hagues, the Kelleys and the Flynns against men 
of lesser experience in party convention affairs. 

These were the surface forces which played a predominant role 
in the decision made by the national convention. Beneath the 
surface there was yet another factor which undoubtedly was a 
powerful influence. It was a feeling, shared somehow by most 
of the delegates, that President Roosevelt may not serve out his 
fourth term, if elected. 

Mr. Wallace, because of his extreme liberalism and former 
affiliation with the Republican’ party, did not altogether fulfill 
the popular conception of what a Democratic President should be. 
Thus, the possibility of Mr. Roosevelt’s demise during the next 
four years proved a silent and potent influence in the deliberations 


of the convention. 
EASILY EXPLAINED The opposition of the big city machine 
bosses to Mr. Wallace is as easily ex- 
plained as the hostility to his candidacy of the anti-New Deal 
southern delegations. They looked on Sen. Truman, a product of 
the old Pendergast Democratic machine in Kansas City, as a safer 
man in the White House, from their viewpoint, than Vice Presi- 
dent Wallace by far. 

But these are not all the considerations entering into the 
failure of the vice president to win renomination, Over and above 
the forces opposed to him on moral or selfish grounds was an- 
other element of the party which sincerely believed that the 
Democratic ticket would be better served by naming another man 
for vice president who did not have Mr. Wallace’s liabilities. 


Many party leaders had sought to convince Mr. Roosevelt that 
the vice president would cost the ticket a: minimum of a million 
votes, if he were nominated. His extreme liberalism and the 
sponsorship of his candidacy by the CIO and other left-wing ele- 
ments were counted by these leaders as liabilities which could not 
be overcome, 

Mr. Roosevelt, it was argued in these quarters, had nothing to 
lose and everything to gain by accepting a substitute for Mr. 
Wallace. It was contended—and with eee justification— 
that the vice president would add no strength to the ticket which 
the President did not already have. 

There were enough delegates of this viewpoint, added to the 
delegations of the big city bosses and the southern malcontents, 
to control the situation. Had Mr. Wallace been able to overcome 
the opposition of any one of these three groups he would have 
easily commanded renomination, 

He almost did without them and without any personal inter- 
vention in his behalf on the part of the President, which attests to 
his popularity with the country and which certifies the truth of 
recent polls showing him to have been the favorite of an over- 
whelming majority of the rank and file of the party.

CHICAGO.—The 
Action Committee, making its first 
bid for control of the Democratic 
party, literally booed and jeered 
| Senator Harry S. Truman into the 
‘nomination for vice president. 
| Senator Truman, at the last, was 
‘put over by a combination of the 
south and the northern city bosses, 
and it was the insults heaped upon 
these elements by the CIO spokes- 
men and their fellow travelers 
that provided the amalgam for this 
victorious union. 

Senator Claude Pepper, of Fior-

when, in a speech seconding his 
nomination, he reviled the south- 
ern conservatives, who dominated 
most of the delegations from his 
section, and warned against any 
efforts to appease them. 

From the time this speech was 
made there was a visible swing of 
the south to Senator Truman. 

The really decisive stroke of 
doom for Mr. Wallace, however, 
was provided by Richard Frank- 
ensteen, UAW-CIO vice president, 
when he rose in the Michigan dele-

Sen. Capper Sees

Within 100 Days 


TOPEKA, July 23.—(4)—Sen. 
Arthur Capper, Republican, Kan- 
sas, said today he had received 
reports from several quarters 
recently indicating Germany 
might collapse within the next 
100 days. 

“It does begin to look possible 
that is the case,” he said in an 
address prepared for radio 
broadcast. “If the Russian 
armies keep on moving I would 
say that German resistance on 
all fronts will likely fold up 
within that length of time.” 

A member of the Senate For- 
eign Relations Committee, Cap- 
per added a caution: 

“We will have a war on our 
hands in the Pacific, and it will 
not be an easy war to win.”

It 
might also be indirect evidence 
oe the danger still was solid and 
real. 

Rumors of violence still welled 
from Germany—some of them ob- 
viously inspired by Allied propa- 
ganda — with reports of street 
clashes in Kiel, Stettin, Munich, 
Bremen and other cities, and mar- 
tial law- declared in Konigsberg, 
capital of East Prussia. 


CIVILIANS WEARY 


But the weight of evidence 
seemed to indicate that the civi- 
lian masses were too weary or ter- 
rorized to take sides, and that if 
the army itself is to stalemate Hit- 
ler it likely would be by mere 
mass refusal to fight rather than 
by any swift coup. 

In Italy, where Field Marshal 
Albert Kesselring was another of 
the silent Junkers, and was even 
rumored to have been arrested, 
an Allied spokesman said the Nazi 
command had employed summary 
executions and other measures to 
heighten the will of officers and 
men alike to fight. 

On the Russian front, where the 
German radio Sunday night said 
commanders had exacted a pledge 
of loyalty to. Hitler from all units, 
a Moscow dispatch said the out- 
break at home apparently had 
produced an immediate reaction 
among German soldiers. There 
were no reports of mass surrenders | 
or collapse, although the Germans 
were falling back with startling 
speed along hundreds of miles of 
front. The Berlin broadcast did 
not identify the generals who al- 
legedly had their men affirm their 
steadfastness to Hitler. 


GENERALS VICTIMS 


The story from the French bor- 
der was that numerous:-divisional 
officers in France had been seized.

Cooked Veal 
Very Tasty

Veal frequently is found in our 
markets these days. And since one 
takes what is there else goes home 
empty-handed, a discussion of cor 
rect veal cookery seems advisable. 
| Veal is the meat of a young ani- 
mal, thus all of it is tender. How- 
(ever, it is lacking in fat, inclir:«’ 
‘to be less firm than older } 
'so care must be taken to . 
it from coming to the table dry 
and stringy. If properly cooked 
veal makes a very tasty roast. 
There are several good cuts for 
roasting, but dry heat a cut from 
the round is quite choice. The 
shoulder round and a roast with 
the ribs in which is the equivalent 
in veal of the prime ribs of beef, 
are excellent roasting cuts. They 
can all be roasted without water 
added, but it is advisable to place 
on| strips of bacon across the roast 
to provide fat for self-basting. 
Here’s how to make a moist, fla- 
vorful roast of veal: 
ROAST VEAL 

Rub veal roast with salt and 
pepper and a little flour, if desired. 
Place on rack in open roasting pan. 
Place strips of bacon over top of 
roast. Place roast in a slow oven, 
300 degrees is best. Do not cover 
and do not add water to pan. Al- 
low 30 minutes to the pound for 
cooking. 

Pickled peaches or sliced crab- 
apples are good accompaniments 
to veal roast. 

Forty-five minutes before roast 
is done place a bread stuffing 
around the roast. Such a dressing 
stretches the meat flavor and per- 
haps will enable you to have

HYDE PARK, Friday—I reached home to- 
day, having had two unofficial days at the end 
of our trip in which I saw our youngest son’s 
wife and their two children. I was also lucky 
enough to catch our eldest son in port, and 
see him and his wife. Then in another city 
on the way home I saw a number of friends 
before taking the plane which brought us to 
New York city. 

Our youngest son, far away in the Pacific, has been writing me 
that he is afraid his little girl will be quite changed when he 
gets home again, which is the way hundreds and thousands of 
young men write to their mothers and wives about their children 
who are growing up while they are away. However, this baby 
granddaughter is such a distinct little personality, I think even if 
she changes physically, she will always retain a certain some 
thing which will be a reminder of the little person that she is 
today—dainty, like a Dresden china figure, but nevertheless strong 
enough not to be dominated by a brother more) than two years older. 

I keep thinking, as I see all these young men in uniform, of 

one of the great problems which is going to face this nation after 
the war. Although some of these men have never gone to work, 
many of them had worked. They look forward to more or less 
similar jobs again, but I doubt if they realize what the routine of 
life in thousands of small communities, or even in big cities, is 
going to be like. 
These men weré clerks in stores, they were truck drivers, they 
were day laborers, skilled workmen, factory workers, miners and 
young professionals starting in a small way. Now for several 
years they have faced death many times oyer, living in constant 
proximity to danger. They have been heroes. Life at home, after 
the first happy reunion, will lack some flavor which was present 
when they were comrades in arms in a great adventure. 

What can we give these boys?’ A vision of personal service in 
the great adventure of daily living, which will give them again 
the feeling of being comrades in arms in something quite as im- 
portant as winning the war? It is easy to talk about the respon- 


_ sibilities of citizenship in a democracy, and about the extraordi- 


nary adventure of the world of the future, in which they may take 
part. Few people can see the vision, obscured as it will be by their 
daily humdrum lives, and yet it is a great adventure. 

If all of this potential strength which will have won the war 
can be harnessed to win the peace, what great things each com- 
munity can accomplish! The riches of a nation are its people, 
but they must have a vision of what they can accomplish, or they 
will fall short of their desired achievement.

EASTERN ITALY, July 8.—(De- 
layed )—((4’)—The hour hand on 
the lieutenant’s watch had moved 
past midnight and was coming up 
on 1 o'clock when he saw the red 
light. 

“Start rolling,” he said. 

He started off across the taxi 
strip, floodlighted by a rich three- 
quarter moon. 

From the shadows of the far 
side two ambulances moved out. 
A staff car followed; then two 
jeeps. Except for the noise of their 
‘motors, the airport, bustling by 
day, was as silent as the grave. It 
was a good night for super-secret 
cloak-and-dagger gentry to be at 
work, 

The red light grew larger and 
soon began to give off a faint hum 
that mounted in pitch and became 
in a few moments the drone of 
two synchronized engines. The red 
light circled the field and settled 
slowly. 

Then in a great cloud of dust 
a troop carrier plane in war paint 
rolled down the runway.

“Once I 
got off the ground they all went 
to sleep, there wasn't a whisper 
after that.” 

That was all he said about “get- 
ting off the ground.” 

The pickup had been a top 
secret “special” operation—one of 
a number carried out to assist 
the Yugeslav Partisans orphaned 
by the bitter struggle in their 
homeland. The babies had been 
collected under the very noses of 
the Germans, and were taken to 
a hidden airport. 
| Then the American planes that 
'dropped in gathered them aboard 
and flew them out of the country 
across the Adriatic where they 
‘could be cared for properly. 

A little later there was another 
plane—with more babies—then 
another and another set down on 
the dimly lit runway. Until an 
hour before dawn they were still 
arriving. 

The count on babies passed 100 
before attention slipped to a plane 
bursting with passengers.

in heavy battledress stood in the 
doorway, the bright red star on 
her cap gleaming.

LISBON, July 23.—(#) — The 
iirst trains carrying British repa- 
triates, most of them old residents 
of France and other occupied 


countries, arrived here today, 
completing the initial phase of an 
exchange of nationals with Ger- 
many, and two more trains were 
expected within a short time, 


The Swedish diplomatic ex- 
change liner Drottningholm dis- 
embarked Germans affected by 
the exchange, many of them men 
of military age from South Africa, 


The first train bore 129 passen- 
gers, including 48 nuns and one 
priest. A similar number was 
aboard the second, 11 of them in- 
valids, and on the third there 
were 156 passengers, including 13 
nuns.
